GW BOARD OP TRUSTEES RECOMMENDS 

POLICY FOR LAW SCHOOL FUTURE 

The Board of Trustees of the George Washington University 
decided today that the National Law Center should become a single 
law school unit, without separate daytime or evening divisions. 

The announcement followed a special meeting of the GW Board 
at which a report on the future of the evening division, prepared 
by a five-member Trustee committee, was adopted unanimously. 

By its action today, the GW Board transmitted the report 
through University President Lloyd H. Elliott to GW National 
Law Center Dean Jerome A. Barron with the suggestion that its 
recommendations be implemented beginning with the 1985-86 entering 
class. 

"This action provides for full-time and part-time legal 
studies and for a common admissions pool with the same high 
standards for all admitted students," said President Elliott. "I 
am particularly pleased with this decision which seems to be 
satisfactory to all concerned," Elliott added. 

The report states that, "As a matter of educational policy, 
the National Law Center, i.e. the law school of The George Washington 



University, should be a single law school with a single standard 

(more) 
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of admission from a sing le pool of applicants which will accommodate 
the widest possible range of students seeking a legal education 
including both full-time and part-time students." 

The report outlines structural changes which should accompany 
the overall policy. These include; one single pool of applicants 
for law school registration to be judged by the same high standards 
and a structure of class schedules to accommodate students who 
wish to stretch out the period during which they complete require¬ 
ments for graduation while working either full-time or part- 
time. 

Board action taken today further provides; that there 
shall be no predetermined number of seats allocated to students 
as either full-time or part-time; that the structure worked 
out by the law school faculty must be fully acceptable to and 
clearly within the accreditation requirements of the Association 
of American Law Schools and the American Bar Association; and 
that no choice shall be required of a law school applicant as 
to either full-time or part-time study prior to his or her actual 
acceptance. 

Dean Barron said, following the meeting, "This is a fair 
and workable plan which preserves the option of a part-time 
program for legal study, yet takes a step forward in providing 
for a common pool for applicants to the law school."

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In the course of the deliberations of the special committee, 
chaired by GW Board Chairman Glen A. Wilkinson, all those who 
wished to appear, representing all points of view, were fully 
heard. In addition, the committee talked with a number of persons 
whose perspectives it was felt could add to the committee's 
understanding and to the resolution of the problem. The committee 
also accepted submissions from all interested parties.
